Sample Ballot Gives Facts on 
Both Sides of- All Proposed 
Constitution Changes, 


INDORSES ONLY THE FIRST 


This Gives Legislature Power to 
Provide Schools for Children 
of 5 and Past 20 Years. 


Facts on both sides of the nine 
amendments to the State Constitution 
to come up for vote Nov. 5 are given in 
the sample ballot just published by the 
Civic League and now being distributed 
by the local branch of the State Com- 


mittee on School Age. The ballot shows 
the headings and arrangement«of the 
amendments as they will appear on the 
official ballot, but the first and ninth 


}are emphasized by the use of the rule 


borders. 

The first, or school age amendment, 
gives the General <Assenibly optional 
power to provide for establishing a: 
maintaining free public schools for all 
persons between 5 and 6 years of age 
and more than 2). At present the age 
limitations are 6 and 2), which makes 
it necessary for those persons over the 
maximum to pay a fee before they can 
go to night school. The argumeht in 
favor of thé 5-year-age limit #& that a 
great many children cannot go to schoo] 
after the age of 14 and that an extra 
year of training is very valuable ‘9 
them. 

According to the sample ballot the 
amendment, if passed, would merely 
permit, not require, the Legislature 
to make such provision and would 
cause no increase in taxatton. 

No Opposition to Several. 

The amendment has been indorsed 
by the State Federation of Labor, the 
State Teachers Association, the Con- 
County Superintendents, 


forms and many local bodies. The 
sample ballet states there is no op- 
position to the amendment. 

The ninth amendment is also em- 
phasized on the ballot and is being 
supported by the same organization 
as Amendment No. 1. The otganized 
campaign is in the hands of the State 
Teachers’ Assoctation. The ninta 
amendment, generally known as the 
mill tax provides for a permanent 
fund for education in Missouri to 
support the State University and 
Normal Schools and to add to the 
funds of all public schools. It has 
been indorsed by the State Federa- 
tion of Labor, Republican and Demo- 
cratic platforms and local organiza- 
tions throughout the State. <Accord- 
ing to thé sample ballot there is no 
organized opposition. 

Besides the first and ninth amen‘l- 
ments, the sample ballot shows the 
headings and arrangement of the othcr 
seven which will appear on the official 
ballot Now 4. 

The second amendment permits St. 
Louis County only by a two-thirds vote 
to increase indebtedness for building 
sewers and waterworks. It has. be-n 
indorsed throughout the county and has 
no opposition. 

The third amendment permits but docs 
not require the cities of 1000 to 30,000 
population to increase indebtedness by 
40 cents on the $100 for public improv -- 
ments" It was proposed by the Mis- 
souri League of Municipalities and 1.as 
no opposition. 

Labor Opposes No, 4. 

The fourth amendment requires eve-y 
lvoter to be a full-fledged citizen. At 
present foreign-bprn citizens can voice 
one year after getting their ‘first pa- 
pers.’ All the states in the Union cx- 
cept Missouri'‘and five others requive 
full citizenship befyre voting. Ti: 
amendment is opposed by the State Fed- 
eration of Labor and local labor bodies 
on the ground that it curtails politi*al 
liberty. : 

The fifth amendment provides fot a 
registration of voters in St. Louis Cou:- 
ty and meets no opposition. ‘ 

One of the most important amend- 
ments is the sixth, or so-called single 
tax, which, according to the sample 
ballot, proposes a sweeping change in 
the basis of taxation. Under its pro- 
visions only land, franchises and privi- 
leges will be taxed. The organized 
campaign for its support is in the 
hands of the Equitable Taxation 
League, and is endorsed by the State 
Federation of Labor and local labor 
and civic bodies. The organized oppo- 
sition is in the hands of the Missouri 
Anti-Single Tax Association, the Anti- 
Single Tax Leaguc and the Taxpayers’ 
Unjon. It is also opposed by the Demo- 
cratic and Republican platforms. 

Tax Commission Amendment. 
The seventh, or tax commission 
amendment, is often confused with the 


Isingle tax, because it was proposed 


by the Equitable Taxation League with 
the single tax amendment, but it is 
entirely independent, according to the 
sample ballot. It proposes a commis- 
sion of three salaried experts to handle 
the tax administration of the State, in-

“The Daughter of Heaven,” at stmi!- 
larly moderate prices, is now dupli- 
cating this achievement at the Century 
Theater in New York. I am inclined to 
believe that the Liebler Company, and 
not Charles Dillingham, ts properly solv- 
ing the problem of playhouse attendance 
which just now ig filling the soul of 
more than one big New York play- 
producer with stark dismay. 

Florenz Ziegfeld’s idea of the solution 
of this problem seems to be that. if a 
theatrical manager wil) only fill his 
production chockful of pretty young 
women, some of them: beautifully 
gowned and others practically not 
gowned at all, the playgoing public will 
flock to see the show. 

This, at least, is the logical teaching 
submitted in the Ziegfeld ‘Follies of 
1912,"" Which received a premiere pre- 
sentation at the New York Theater last 
Monday evening. The new “revue” 
fairly bursts with its cargo of alluring 
femininity, adorned and unadorned, and 
spills Eve's daughters all over the place, 
80 to speak. As to its moral atmos- 
phere, the complaisant metropolitan ver- 
dict seems to be that it is a case of 
the least said, the better, although 
Louis de Foe in The World quite frankly 
declares that “compared with the ‘Fol- 
lies,’ its ancient forerunner, “The Black 
Crook,’ was a sedate and circumspect 
sewing-circle.””

It is contended that the type of 
critics drawh by Shaw, humorously but 
not offensively, 1s common to all the 
world’s great cities. 

The plan of the Shuberts is to invite 
all the New York critics to the Comedy 
Theater to see this special performance, 
but not to reveal in advance which of 
them have been chosen for representa- 
tion—or, as the critics themselves may 
declare later, for misrepresentation.

The ground at the southeast corner of 
Sixth and St. Charles streets, according 
to storfes in realty circles, is again the 
cynosure of retail merchants secking 
sites for new buildings.

Traders have been predicting a break 
in native cattle prices for some time 
and thig week worked out their,theory 
in every part, Real prime beef steers 
are not arriving in liberal enough num- 
bers to cause any fluctuation and this 
grade moved at good steady prices all 
week. One smaj] drove sold at $11.00, 
the market’s record. The choice kinds 
met their first loss for many weeks, but 
closed 15 to 25 cents lower than @ week 
ago, 

n the medium to good grades the 
packers centered the full strength of 
their attack and values on this grade 
declined a good quarter from the close 
@ week ago. Quality has been lacking 
all through the session and the big 
end of the supply cleared under the 
$8.50 mark. Yearlings of good kill were 
steady and sold up to $8.60. The medium 
kinds lost about a quarter. On the 
thin flesh steers the packers met some 
competition from the country trade and 
values -held to an even ievel with a 
week ago, aA : 

Heifers were made the “goat” of the 
past week’s trade and closed 26 to 35c 
lower than a week ago. The packers 
seem to have no orders for heifer beef 
at the present prices and are slow tak- 
ing hotd of the offerings. A good in- 
quiry from the outside buyers Kept the 
market from suffering a further decline, 
The real prime grades are lower than 
the best time, but a string of this kind 
Drought $8.76. -The medium grades were 
hard to move even at the lower prices 
‘and a range of $5.50 to $6.50 cleared the 
big end of the week's offering. There 
Was also a od many of the thin 
grass kind selling around the $4.50 mark. 

} s Drop a Quarter. 

Good beef cows lost a flat quarter. 
The medium to good kind met slow sale 
and sold from -26 to abc off from a week 
ago. Even at the loss the trade was 
slow and uneven. 

Cannersa were the redeeming features 
of the trade, The market eased off a 
little Monday, but all the loss was re- 
gained with this kind bringing strong 
prices most of the week. 

Bulls lost about a dime. 

Veal calves met a good inquiry and 
sold steady. Top $9.60. 

The stocker and feeder trade was 
much better than last week, with prices 
10 to lic higher and an active market 
at the advance. 

Oklahoma has sent in the big end of 
its steers for this season and though 
there are still some cattle to.come from 
Arkansas and Mississippi, the big part 
have been marketed and these facis 
@re causing a slow, but sure falling off 
in the quarantine supply. The past 
week’s steer run was the lightest for 
some time. On Monday there was a good 
run and in sympathy with the native 
loss prices declined 10 to lic. The bal- 
ance of the week found good active 
markets and the logs as compared to 
a week ago is limited a dime in. most 
cases. Canners and yearlings have en- 
joyed a good market and prices are 
fully steady with a week ago. he 
best cattle during the week sold at 
$6.10 with the bulk between $5.50 and 
the top. 

Pork Drops to Corn Prices. 

Since our last weekly summary of the 
hog situation a very noticeable change— 
namely in way of lower values— has 
transpired. The period just closing pre- 
sents a decided contrast with any time 
for several weeks past and would seem 
to emphasize that the present break 
in prices is something more than a 
temporary occurrence. The sagging of 
the market ig not in the least due to 
an oversupply, but, according to both 
sellers and buyers on the local market, 
is merely the adjustment at this time 
of the year of hog values to the basis 
coinciding with the price of new corn. 

The declines have been registered on 
successive days and with values netting 
a loss of fully a half dollar for the 
week. Monday was the high stage, the 
top steading at $9.10, while at the close 
$8.66 was the summit paid for best 
grades. Bulk of butcher and heavy 
hogs sold at an average range of 
$8.25 @8.50, this being for hogs weigh- 
ing 190 lbs and up. Porkers, 160 to 
190 lbs, sold at $7.85 @8.60, and light- 
weights at $7.00 to $7.75. 

Sheep Hold Same Level, 


Sheep receipts tor the past and pre- 
vious week show little or no difference, 
23,000 head representing the aggregate 
for both periods.

Horses and Mules Active. 

The horse market last week was on a 

fairly active period during the entire 
period. Eastern classes opened on the 
stronger basis, but the mid-week ses- 
sion found a slight aecline, and by the 
close, prices were some lower than the 
week previous. Southern horses that 
were good founf a strong market dur- 
ing the entire week, and prices ranged 
fully steady with the week previous. 
Receipts during the week were fairly 
generous. 
The mule trade was on a fairly active 
basis. Common grade mules went at 
exceedingly slow bidding. Biz work 
mules were the favorites and any of 
this variety that were offered found 
a good demand and the right price. Cot- 
ton mules that were fat found a fair 
demand at good prices.

POTTON PRICE 
CORFAD GROWING 


Favorable Crop’ Reports From 
India, Egypt and Russia In- 
fluencing Buyers. 





The cotton market has been quietly 
fluctuating between 10.30 and 10.77 for 
December contracts in New York dur- 
ing the past week. On one side is the 
healthy demand for spot cotton and the 
very good trade in the dry goods mar- 
kets; on the other side is the uneasi- 
ness in financial circles abroad, caused 
by the Balkan troubles, and the opinion 
that this crop, following the very large 
one just marketed, is more than suf- 
ficient for the world’s needs and will 
prove a weight that will depress prices, 

The Indian, Egyptian and Russian 
crops are reported better than the ave- 
5 and these reports have influenced 

urépean buyers to some extent. Liv- 
erpool buyers, however, following what 
their experience has shown to be wis- 
dom, continue to buy cotton freely. 
There remain, even now, unfilled com- 
mitments that were made nearly a year 
ago by these spinners and they are 
enabled by these contracts to Day pres- 
ent prices for cotton and at the Same 
time reap a handsome profit. 

Market Parity Destroyed. 

The basis is now very high. The con- 
tinued depressing of ftutures and con- 

nued demand for spota have destroyed 
all parity between the two markets 
and made difficult the path of the small 
shipper who does not sell ahead to 
any great extent, but who must com- 
pete with the large spinner who has, 
sold ahead. These latter must have the 
cotton regardless of basis and their 
buying maintains a spot premium tuat 
renders new business impracticable. 

If the imterests can be divided, it may 
be said that speculative interests are 
selling and spot interests are buying. 
Such; being the position, spots must 
decline through sheer weight re- 
ceipts, or futures must advance. Such 
an unnatural condition cannot lastiong. 

“oto yarn prices show a decided 
tendency to advance. The cloth mar- 
ket is steady and the demand is good. 
Print cloths are duller, but alj other 
lines enjoy a lively demand. Exports 
are especially good for china and In- 
dia. In the latter country there is 
marked prosperity. It is reported that 
English mills are not able to care for 
the orders sent to them, and Continen- 
tal mills are beginning to receive orders 
from India. The -trade all over the 
United States is exceptionally good. 
Crops of all kinds are heavy and the 
consequent prosperity is making free 
buyers. 

Port Receipts Gaining. 

In the spot market an active demand 
keeps cotton moving freely. Interior 
receipts are running very close to last 
years, but the movement has been such 
as to prevent any great accumulation 
of stocks. Some fear was felt as to 
the ability of the railroads to move 
the cotton on account of the scarcity 
of cars, but so far trouble of this char- 
acter has not developed to a serious 
extent. 

The ports have been behind last year | 
in receipts, and at this writing are some 
200,000 bales behimad the sqgme date last, 
year, Last week, however, receipts 
were 6000 bales more than for the same 
week a year previous and the “re

season, a little more than ales. 

The weather during the st week 
has been generally favorable, except 
for frost throughout most of the north- 
ern section of tHe cotton belt.

Political conditions in Europe were 
the controlling factor in wheat prices 
the past week, the market rising 
rather sharply when shorts started 
to cover. Most of the advance took 
place in the face of unusually bearish 
domestic conditions, especially heavy 
primary receipts and favorable re- 
ports on the seeding of winter wheat. 
Cables indicating ideal conditions in 
the Argentine were a bear factor that 
also was ignored, 

In buying wheat on a war scare at 
this season of the year one should re- 


member that the entire world’s crop 
is now before the market, and that 
unless other powers are drawn into 
the present dispute between Bulgaria 
and Turkey, and Russia involved in 
such a way as to interfere with the 
raising of its crops and shipments 
through the Dardanelles, that farmers 
will have every inducement to sell 
their grain ag fast as they can put 
it on the market. 
Crep Is a Big One. 

With a crop of wheat of 720,000,- 
000 bu now to be consumed, against 
621,000,000 bu last year, and a world’s 
crop in 24 producing countries, as es- 
timated Wednesday by the Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture at 
Rome, of 8,257,000,000 bu, or 7.2 per 
cent more than a year ago, it is hard 
to understand how aie sustained ad- 
vance can be maintained at this sea- 
son. 

True, prices now are 6c to 7c lower 
than a year ago, but at that time 
futures ran into a considerable break 
in last December and January, and 
the technical position of the markets 
are not as strong now .as then, for 
much of the present advance has been 
built up by main strength by the bull 
crowd in Chicago, and has for its 
foundation’ the foreign war scare.
